the indictments of murder in the sec­ 
ond degree, shooting with intent to

to 
wound, that were contained in true 
bills resumed against them 
by 
the 
October Grand Jury two months ago. 
Through their four attorneys, 
the 
accused men waived the reading of 
the indictments, and entered pleas of 
not guilty to all the charges. State's 
attorneyg did not ask for an increase 
in bond 
of 
any 
of the 
indicted 
men as predicted, because of 
early 
date set for the trial. 
* The bonds 
therefore will remain $2,500 in each 
case as fixed after the men had been 
a r r a i g n e d following the inquest and 
as furnished by Sheriff Funderburgh 
and his wife at that time. 
There will be no new 
jury 
venire 
drawn for the trial, it was decided 
at the arraignment Tuesday morning. 
There are now 18 names on the petit 
jurv list, and these jurors will be ex­ 
hausted before new names are drawn.

wheel, rather than drawing a special 
venire. Attorneys anticipate difficul­ 
ty and the possibility of many jurors

ENGLAND, ASTONISHED AT U. S. PHONE SERVICE, 
WANTS LONDON-CAIRO LINE. 


America’s remarkable achievement in 
long-distance 
tele­ 
phony has stirred the ambition of electrical engineers in England 
to link up the British Empire in the same wny that the United 
States is connected through its switchboards. 
Making calls to Cairo or Bombay as commonplace as com­ 
munication between New” York and San Francisco is the goal for 
which England should thrive, in the opinion of the newly elected 
president of the Institution of Electrical Engineers and European 
engineer for the Western Electric Company. 
“Britain,” he said this week, “has but one telephone to every 
forty-five people. America has one to every seven or eight. Thus 
the telephone system of the United States has been so developed 
that men talk to each other clearly and easily some 4000 miles 
apart. New York and San Francisco are in as close communica­ 
tion as Birmingham and Coventry, and there is no engineering 
obstacle in the way of an identical European development. 
“A 4000-mile system would connect London with Bagdad, and 
daily stretches of wire in use in the United States are equal to the 
distance between London and Delhi. 
The problem can be solved, 
but only if the various States agree to work internationally and 
not overhaul their lines on the parochial principle.”

WORLD RADIO CROP SERVICE.

In the good old days government crop reports were concern­ 
ed chiefly with the crops of last season or several seasons ago. 
It was slow work collecting the necessary statistics and the best 
use to which they could be put once they were collected, was to 
serve as m aterial for explaining the development of current con- j 
ditions and for stim ulating future crops under similar or altered j 
conditions. 
Radio has put new usefulness into crop reports. 
The other 
day the United States D epartm ent of Agriculture received a 
radiogram from its Berlin representative giving some import­ 
ant information about beet sugar 
production 
in 
Germany. 
Within five minutes from the sending of that 
message 
from 
Berlin it had been relayed to all parts of the United States. 
This world radio crop service should be of inestimable value J 
to American farm ers and to tile nation generally. 
It makes it 
possible to interpret changing economic conditions not only in 
the light of last year’s events, but w ith a full knowledge of current 
developments. 
A griculturists in this country can now keep in as 
close touch w ith m atters of special concern to them as do men j 
and women in finance, industry and commerce.

phony has stirred the ambition of electrical engineers in England 
to link up the British Empire in the same w’ay that the United 
States is connected through its switchboards. 
Making calls to Cairo or Bombay as commonplace as com­ 
munication between New' Yrork and San Francisco is the goal for 
which England should thrive, in the opinion of the newly elected 
president of the Institution of Electrical Engineers and European 
engineer for the Western Electric Company. 
“Britain,” he said this week, “has but one telephone to every 
forty-five people. America has one to every seven or eight. Thus 
the telephone system of the United States has been so developed 
that men talk to each other clearly and easily some 4000 miles 
apart. New York and San Francisco are in as close communica­ 
tion as Birmingham and Coventry, and there is no engineering 
obstacle in the way of an identical European development. 
“A 4000-mile system would connect London with Bagdad, and 
daily stretches of wire in use in the United States are equal to the 
distance between London and Delhi. The problem can be solved, 
but only if the various States agree to work internationally and 
not overhaul their lines on the parochial principle.”

In the good old days government crop reports were concern­ 
ed chiefly with the crops of last season or several seasons ago. 
It was slow work collecting the necessary' statistics and the best 
use to which they could be put once they were collected, was to 
serve as material for explaining the development of current con­ 
ditions and for stimulating future crops under similar or altered 
conditions. 
Radio has put new' usefulness into crop reports. 
The other 
day the United States Department of Agriculture received a 
radiogram from its Berlin representative giving some import­ 
ant information about beet sugar 
production 
in 
Germany. 
Within five minutes from the sending of that 
message 
from 
Berlin it had been relayed to all parts of the United States. 
This world radio crop service should be of inestimable value 
to American farmers and to the nation generally. 
It makes it 
possible to interpret changing economic conditions not only in 
the light of last year’s events, but with a full knowledge of current 
developments. Agriculturists in this country can now keep in as 
close touch with m atters of special concern to them as do men 
and women in finance, industry and commerce.

The human body is often 
compared to an electrical ma­ 
chine, its many parts receiv­ 
ing the “power” to do their 
work from the “dynamo” in 
the brain.
